the  centre  was  officially  opened  on  20th 
May,  1999.  The  whole  school,  the  Board 
of  Governors,  and  fifty  invited  guests 
were  present  to  see  the  Shaw  family, 
officially  open  the  facility. 

The  opening  took  place  outside  the 
centre,  where  Mr.  Jim  Shaw  (Lons- 
dale's '77)  unveiled  a  plaque  and 
spoke  briefly  to  the  students.  The 
guests  were  invited  inside  to  hear 
speeches  in  the  lecture  theatre,  in- 
cluding one  by  Mr.  JR  Shaw,  the  chair- 
man of  Shaw  Communications,  who 
spoke  of  the  importance  of  giving 
back  to  society.  Guests  then  enjoyed 
a  lunch  reception,  with  a  chance  to 
watch  some  practical  displays  by  stu- 
dents. Mr.  Bruce-Lockhart  has  enjoyed  his  involvement  with  the 
project  although,  as  with  all  undertakings  of  this  size,  there  were 
some  problems  and  worries.  The  most  interesting  aspect  was  see- 
ing the  project  move  from  the  planning  stages  to  the  final  real- 
ity. He  spoke  for  the  whole  Shawnigan  community  when  he  ex- 
pressed his  gratitude  to  the  members  of  the  Shaw  family  for 
providing  us  with  such  a  fine  facility.

FOR  THE  LONGEST  TIME,  Kaye's  House  has  been  known  as 
the  best-appointed  house  on  campus,  because  of  its  large  rooms 
and  many  bathrooms.  But  look  out  Kaye's  House,  here  comes 
Duxbury!  The  symbol  of  the  house  is  going  to  be  taken  from 
Greek  mythology.  There  will  be  a  maximum  of  52  boys,  com- 
pared to  Lonsdale's  which  holds  48  boys  and  Ripley's  which  holds 
62.  The  new  House  Director  will  be  Mr.  Marius  Felix,  who  has 
been  the  House  Director  for  Lonsdale's  for  the  past  9  years.  The 
Assistant  House  Director,  Darrin  Austin,  and  his  family  will  live 
in  a  two-bedroom  apartment  in  the  main  house. 

On  the  one  hand,  Mr.  Felix  has  feelings  of  regret  about  mov- 
ing into  the  house  because,  unfortunately,  he  cannot  take  all  the 
present  Lonsdale's  boys  with  him.  He  has  had  a  fond  attach- 
ment to  all  of  the  guys  in  Lonsdale's,  and  has  enjoyed  his  time 
there.  On  the  other  hand,  he  is  happy  to  be  moving  in  because  it 
will  be  a  great  new  place  for  him  and  his  family,  and  it's  a  new 
adventure.  He  says,  "This  writes  a  new  chapter  in  Shawnigan's 
history."  When  asked  if  he  would  prefer  to  have  all  of  the 
Lonsdale's  boys  go  to  the  House  with  him,  he  agreed  that  he 
would  but  said,  "that  wouldn't  be  in  the  general  interest  of  the 
school."  With  at  least  half  of  the  Lonsdale's  boys  being  left  be- 
hind, Mr.  Felix  hopes  that  the  remaining  boys  don't  feel  any 
resentment  towards  him  because  he  has  moved  on,  and  he  hopes 
that  they  will  accept  the  challenge  of  being  leaders  in  Lonsdale's 
along  with  their  new  House  Director,  Mr.  David  Hutchison. 

Throughout  the  years  some  people  have  been  envious  of 
Kaye's  House  because  of  its  luxurious  rooms,  and  Mr.  Felix  thinks 
there  might  be  some  resentment  towards  students  in  Duxbury, 
but  he  firmly  believes  that  "It's  the  students  that  make  up  the 
happy  place  it  should  be.  Identity  is  better  than  structure." 

Competition  against  the  other  houses  on  campus  in  Inter-House 
events  should  be  interesting.  Duxbury  will  have  a  handful  of 
students  coming  in  from  other  Houses  on  campus  and  it's  hard 
to  say  what  musical,  academic,  and  athletic  abilities  those  new 
students  will  have.  With  the  house  standing  proudly  on  the  hill 
above  Kaye's,  Mr.  Felix  is  happy  with  the  location  because  it's 
close  to  the  rugby  fields  and  is  quite  close  to  the  classroom  block. 
"The  House  stands  on  its  own."  Mr.  Felix  considers  the  con- 
struction work  to  be  "absolutely  brilliant,  a  first-class  piece  of 
work,  and  a  state-of-the-art  building!"  Although  many  ideas 
have  come  to  Mr.  Felix,  about  what  will  go  in  the  courtyard  of

the  house,  he  is 
keeping  an  open 
mind  to  all  sugges- 
tions, some  of  which 
are:  a  lawn,  a  BBQ, 
or  perhaps  a  basket- 
ball court.  Nothing 
is  for  certain  until 
the  landscaping  has 
been  completed. 
There  will  be  two 
main  entrances  to 
the  house,  one  on 
the  field  side,  and 

the  other,  on  the  school  side.  The  rooms  in  the  house  are  quite 
large  compared  to  some  of  the  other  rooms  on  campus.  With  the 
exception  of  Kaye's  and  Hartl  House,  the  rooms  are  about  twice 
the  size  of  regular  rooms  on  campus,  including  the  bathroom 
and  lots  of  storage  space.  All  of  the  furniture  except  the  beds,  is 
built  right  into  the  wall.  As  an  added  feature,  each  of  the  rooms 
has  an  internet  connection. 

The  House  will  have  two  common  rooms;  one  is  co-ed  on  the 
school  side,  and  the  other  is  a  giant  common  room  in  the  middle 
of  the  House  with  a  full  kitchen,  including  refigerator. 

When  Mr.  Felix  was  in  Lonsdale's  House,  he  was  known  as 
being  the  hardest  number  one  inspector  on  campus.  His  stand- 
ards are  as  follows:  all  socks  have  to  be  rolled  up  Army  style,  the 
floors  have  to  be  perfectly  vacuumed,  you  have  to  be  able  to 
bounce  a  quarter  on  the  bedsheets,  there  shouldn't  be  any  dust 
anywhere,  the  closets  have  to  be  coordinated,  with  clothing  all 
facing  the  same  way  and  everything  folded  very  neatly.  The  two 
windows  and  all  of  the  drawers  have  to  be  opened  the  same  dis- 
tance, shoes  have  to  be  polished,  and  you  must  wear  a  perfect 
uniform.  Just  because  Mr.  Felix  is  in  a  new  environment  doesn't 
mean  that  the  number  one  inspection  standards  are  going  to  be 
lowered.  In  fact  they  might  be  increased! 

So  after  a  year  of  hard  work  and  construction  all  is  finally 
built.  The  opening  ceremonies  will  be  in  October.  The  new  House 
Director  is  very  proud  of  all  the  work  that  has  gone  into  the 
House,  and  can't  wait  to  start  the  new  school  term.  It  should  be 
a  great  year!

In  competitions 
against  other  western  provinces,  the  team  went  away  with  11  golds 
and  1  bronze  in  the  12  competitions  they  entered.  Sam  won  gold  in 
the  pair,  four,  and  eight,  and  Sarah  won  a  bronze  in  the  single,  and 
gold  in  the  double,  quad  and  eight 

Both  rowers  along  with  Anna  Gerrard  were  off  to  the  Royal 
Canadian  Henley  Regatta  from  July  26  to  Aug.  1  in  St.  Catharines, 
Ontario  where  they  were  coached  by  David  Hutchison.  The  Cana- 
dian Henley  is  an  international  regatta  drawing  competitors  from 
countries  such  as  the  United  States,  Mexico,  Argentina,  and  New 
Zealand.  Sarah  placed  seventh  in  the  junior  singles  final,  and  then 
teamed  up  with  Anna  to  win  bronze  in  the  women's  junior  double. 
Sam  and  his  partner  Matthew  Cooper  of  St.  George's  were  the  only 
Canadian  crew  to  earn  a  berth  in  the  junior  double  final  where  they 
placed  fourth.

SLS  alumnus  John  Fain, 
currently  rowing  for  UBC,  was  also  with  Team  BC  as  a  member  of 
the  senior  heavyweight  men's  crew.  Overall,  Team  BC  won  the 
Canada  Cup  for  the  second  straight  year  with  the  help  of  the  SLS 
athletes  who  all  returned  home  with  gold.  Sam  stroked  the  win- 
ning junior  four;  Sarah  and  Anna  earning  gold  medals  in

THIS  YEAR,  SAILING  has  turned  out  to  be  a  very  popular 
sport.  The  enrolment  of  over  40  students  (Seniors  &  Juniors) 
is,  however,  a  lot  more  than  usual.  The  sailing  team  has  had 
five  regattas  (three  first-term  Senior  regattas  and  two  in  the 
third  term).  In  order  to  be  on  the  race  team,  you  have  to  be 
experienced  and  skilled  enough  to  handle  winds  up  to  15-18 
knots  and  swells  up  to  one  metre  high.  It  takes  a  lot  of  hard 
work  and  time  to  become  a  good  sailor  but  you  can  begin  at  any 
age.  Most  people  usually  start  sailing  on  Pirates,  two  to  three- 
person  boats.  Then  they  can  transfer  to  Lasers  which  are  one- 
man  boats.  If  you  are  under  120  pounds,  you  would  use  Bytes 


(which  are  like  Lasers  but  a  lot  smaller).  When  you  go  out  on 
the  lake  you  must  first  rig  up  your  boat,  which  usually  takes  a 
good  sailor  about  10  minutes.  Each  Laser  weighs  about  200 
pounds  (90  Kg.)  when  fully  rigged  and  costs  about  $6,500.  When 
on  the  lake  you  must  wear  a  life  jacket  for  safety.  Accidents  can 
happen,  for  example  the  boom  can  knock  sailors  unconscious  if 
it  swings  around  and  hits  them  in  the  head.  The  most  experi- 
enced sailors  are  Jamie  Copeland,  Corey  Cheek,  Steve  Hay  (Cap- 
tain) and  Stu  Ward  along  with  Austin  Kenzie  and  Dave  MaCallum. 
These  excellent  sailors  make  up  Shawnigan's  Senior  race  crew.

LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN  of  the  Class  of  '99,  wear  sunscre 
But  wear  mindscreen  and  wear  heartscreen,  too,  for  the  world  is 
sometimes  full  of  invisible  treachery,  and  any  good  meta-physicist 
will  tell  you  to  be  bold  but  not  reckless  with  your  heart  and  mind.

•  You  will  meet  Scottish  people  who  do  not  have  gray  hair. 

•  Right  now  you  abhor  what  you  perceive  to  be  hypocrisy.  In  time, 
you  will  become  aware  of  your  own  contradictions.  As  you  age,  you 
will  accept  that  you  are  a  contradiction  and  you  will  understand 
that  highways  look  good  when  they're  new  and  shiny  -  black  as  tar 
with  those  blinding  white  stripes  -  but  there's  a  reason  why  the 
ribbons  of  roadway  that  map  this  world  are  grey.  Descartes,  it  turns 
out,  was  wrong.  It's  not,  "I  think  therefore  I  am."  It's,  "I  contradict, 
therefore  I  am  human." 

•  Spare  yourself  and  others  the  burden  of  mind-reading.  You  are,  of 
course,  the  center  of  your  own  universe,  but  you  are  not  the  center 
of  the  universe.  When  someone  in  your  world  is  sad,  therefore,  or 
otherwise  troubled,  do  not  invent  reasons  that  put  you  at  the  center 
of  their  woe. 

•  For  a  time  you  may  adhere  to  the  metallic  theory  of  personality  - 
the  belief  that  hanging  plated  steel  from  bits  of  personal  fat  or  semi- 
functional cartilage  will  give  you  more  character.  Character  is  some- 
thing that  pierces  hearts,  not  belly-buttons. 

•  People  will  sometimes  doubt  you.  Some  of  them  you  will  con- 
vince of  your  sincerity.  Some  you  will  not.  In  either  case,  unless 
you  live  with  Gandhi,  you  will  need  to  find  a  more  compelling  way 
to  establish  your  sincerity  than,  "Ask  my  roommate! " 

•  Before  you  have  children,  get  a  pet.  If,  after  a  year,  the  animal  is 
still  not  house-trained,  don't  have  children.  If,  after  a  year,  you  real- 


that  your  home  smells  like  the  pet  and  has  been  damaged 
beyond  repair  by  the  pet,  but  you  still  love  the  pet,  you're  ready 
for  children. 

•  Be  joyous  in  accomplishment  and  take  pride  in  your  achieve- 
ments, but  remember  that  there  will  always  be  someone  whose 
genius  or  suffering  dwarfs  your  greatest  moment.  To  congratu- 
late yourself  without  humility  is  to  abandon  the  noblest  battle 
of  all.  The  ultimate  expression  of  your  values  will  be  the  com- 
pulsion in  others  to  describe  your  integrity. 

•  Know  that  Vodka  does  smell  -  and  that  whoever  told  you  it 
did  not  never  walked  into  a  room  of  adolescent  boys  pretending 
not  to  drink  it. 

•  Understand  that  the  history  of  nations  is  now  recorded  pub- 
licly day-by-day,  while  the  history  of  each  individual  is  still 
written  on  the  invisible  parchment  of  his  heart.  When  you  en- 
counter the  angry  and  the  defeated,  the  broken-hearted  and  the 
helpless,  you  have  an  opportunity  to  restore  their  faith. 

•  Do  not  introduce  your  work  with  apologies.  We  are  all  simply 
doing  our  best.  Jesus  never  began  a  parable  with,  "Okay,  this  is 
really  dumb.  Sorry.  I  had  Calculus  prep." 

•  There  are  as  many  ways  to  be  a  man  -  a  real  man  —  as  there 
are  men.  There  are  as  many  ways  to  be  a  real  woman  as  there 
are  women.  Do  not  impose  your  definitions  on  others. 

•  You  will  learn  that  the  word  "like"  introduces  a  simile.  If  you 
say,  "It  was  like  a  blue  car  and  the  people  in  it  were  like  waving," 
then  you  have  not  described  a  blue  car  full  of  waving  people. 

Similes  go  like  this:  Get  on  kindness  like  bright  on  light. 
Get  on  truth  like  white  on  rice.  Get  on  faith  like  a  belly 
on  a  Budda.  Get  on  mercy  like  a  whip  on  a  rented  mule. 
Get  on  love  like  a  fat  kid  on  a  Smartie. 

•  Advice,  of  course,  is  a  kind  of  nostalgia,  but  it  is  the  nostalgia 
of  those  who  have  won  and  lost,  who  have  run  and  stumbled, 
who  have  wept  in  triumph  and  defeat  -  and  who  know  that  you 
can  better  them  if  you  clear  the  hurdles  of  human  folly  that 
encumbered  them. 

•  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Class  of  1999,  wear  sunscreen. 
And  screen  your  hearts  and  minds  from  the  trivial  so  that  they 
may  be  used  for  their  intended  purpose  —  to  love  and  to  rise  to 
the  highest  challenges  ahead  of  you.  Do  not  screen  yourselves 
from  life.

remarks  by  Simon  Bruce-Lockhart,  Headmaster 


FINALLY,  TO  THE  GRADS.  I  would  like  to  share  with  you  a 
wonderful  piece  of  writing  I  was  given  several  weeks  ago  by  one 
of  your  parents.

There  is  one  elementary  truth 

the  ignorance  of  which  kills  countless  ideas 

and  splendid  plans;

All  sorts  of  things  occur  to  help  one 
that  would  never  otherwise  have  occurred.
